TO EMBASSY. AGENDA APPEARS QUITE AMBITIOUS. WE HAVE 
SUGGESTED TO JAPANESE THAT THEY MAY WISH TO TABLE IN 
ADVANCE A PAPER OUTLINING SPECIFIC IDEAS ON US-JAPAN 
ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL COOPERATION IN AFRICA (AGENDA 
ITEMS II-7(C)) AND SO THAT US SIDE WOULD BE IN BETTER 
POSITION TO REPLY. PARALLEL AGENDA ITEM IN MIDDLE EAST 
PORTION (AGENDA ITEM I-4(C)) IS POINT AT WHICH JAPANESE 
EXPECT TO RECEIVE AID FOR EGYPT PITCH. 

3. ONE WAY OF COPING WITH OVERBURDENED AGENDA MIGHT BE 
TO PROPOSE SIDE MEETINGS WITH FONOFF WORKING LEVEL EXPERTS 
FOR SCHAUFELE AND DAY DURING PERIODS WHEN ISSUES OF 
IMMEDIATE CONCERN TO EITHER ARE NOT UNDER DISCUSSION. 

FOR EXAMPLE, AGENDA ITEM II-7 (ECONOMIC COOPERATION IN 
AFRICA) MIGHT BE COVERED IN INFORMAL DISCUSSION ON FIRST 
DAY BY ASSISTANT SECRETARY SCHAUFELE, AFRICA DIVISION 
DIRECTOR KUROKOCHI AND APPROPRIATE OFFICIALS FROM 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION BUREAU. THEN, ON SECOND DAY, DAS 
DAY COULD FOLLOW UP ON FIRST DAY'S TOPICS WITH MIDEAST 
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DIVISION DIRECTORS WHILE AFRICAN 

TOPICS WHICH DO NOT CONCERN HIM ARE UNDER FORMAL 
DISCUSSION. TO OUR KNOWLEDGE, THIS TACTIC HAS NEVER 
BEEN EMPLOYED IN US-JAPAN CONSULTATIONS. IF JAPANESE 
WILL GIVE IT A CHANCE, IT MAY BE VERY PRODUCTIVE.
